T he aet. passed by the 1937 L eg isla­ 
tu re u nd er th e sp on so rship of Sen. Leo 
C. Mundys D em ocrat, L uzerne, class! 
lied 
teac h ers 
as 
“ professional 
em ­ 
ployees” a nd prohibited te rm in a tio n of 
c o n tra c ts except for “ im m orality, in 
com petency, 
in tem p eran ce, 
cruelty, 
w i Ifs I an d p ersistent negligence, m en ­ 
tal d erang em en t, p e rsiste n t aud wilful 
violation of flu* school law s or s u b s ta n ­ 
tial decrease in the n u m b e rs of pupils 
o r stu d e n ts due to n a tu r a l cau ses.” 
By the provisions of th e act, m arried 
w om en te a c h e rs w ere enabled to co n­ 
tinu e their duties. 
Dr. Ackley denounced a bill, never 
rep orted from com m ittee, w hich was 
introduced in the special session by 
Rep. Lowell A lexander, I)., Mifflin, and 
was designed to p erm it th e dism issal 
of m a rrie d teachers. 
Ab c in d e r's bill in se rts into the list 
of causes for c o n tra c t te rm in atio n the 
w ords “ that the professional employee 
is m a rrie d .” 
"T h e provision, w ere th e act passed 
by tin 
L eg islature,” said Dr, Ackley, 
“ would m ean the exclusion of m arried 
men teach ers along with w om en te a c h ­ 
e rs w ho a re m arrie d .” 
"And even if it w ere am ended to 
le a d th at m a rrie d m en can teach but 
m a rrie d 
w om en c a n n o t,” added Dr. 
Ackley, “it would be class legislation. 
It would be ju st the sam e as levying a 
tax on a w hite h o rse an d not on a 
black one.”

Which could be clarified,” such aB th at 
red ucing the n u m b e r of teac h ers when 
circu m stan c es justify a sm aller staff. 
o r th a t reg ard in g the forced re o rg a n i­ 
zation of a teaching stuff {brough re a ­ 
son of the reorg anizatio n of the school 
p ro g ra m .” 
T he tenure act. Dr. Ackley said, has 
benefitted P en n sy lv an ia 's educational 
system in at least th re e w ays:
